Work on a huge communica¬ 
tions tower a block and a half 
from Romulus City Hall was 
ordered stopped recently by 
Mayor William Oakley, via the 
city’s building department. 

Because of the stoppage or¬ 
der, Edwin E. Tatem of Michi- 
gan Department of 
Transportation, and construc¬ 
tion officials from Rockwell 
International visited the Ro¬ 
mulus City Council to offer a 
report on the planned MDOT 
tower which is being con¬ 
structed at Wayne Road and I- 
94. 

While few council members 
objected to the plans outlined 
by Jim Barbaresso of Rockwell 
International, all objected to 


MDOT overlooking the needs 
of communication with city 
leaders before the construc¬ 
tion was begun. 

Councilman William Crova 
strongly reminded the tower 
builders that Romulus has a 
six months moratorium on 
such construction, while Coun¬ 
cilman Michael Prybyla called 
the tower “ugly” and asked the 
project presenters if there was 
any other alternative site to 
place the tower. 

Crova insisted that the city 
has a right to know about such 
construction efforts before 
hand. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth, a long foe of the Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Systems 
deepwll project, informed the

Raspberry affidavit 


‘Romulus entrapped Wicklund’

Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry has filed an affadavit 
claiming that former Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and her city 
attorneys have lied to Wayne 
County Circuit Court and to 
the Romulus citizens on issues 
relating to the proposed deep- 
well project. 

This is the latest in a series 
of letters to citizens and af- 
fadavits in the three-to-five 
year battle between Romulus 
and Environmental Disposal 
Systems officials on the $6 mil¬ 
lion deepwell project. 

McAnally has steadfastly 
denied allegations by Raspbe¬ 
rry and filed a lengthy “I’m not 
a liar” letter in 1995 that was 
mailed to citizens of Romulus. 

Raspberry has long argued 
that the city should settle with 
EDS in the courts, a position 
no other council member takes 
at this time. 

Raspberry uses much stron¬ 
ger language in his latest depo¬ 
sition claiming after meeting 
in executive session in Octo¬ 
ber 1993, “we (the city council) 


then voted, at the urging of 
Mayor McAnally, to sue EDS as 
a means to ‘buy time’ until the 
(1993) elections that were 
scheduled two weeks later.” 

The veteran councilman 
then stated “we did not believe 
that EDS had violated any of 
Romulus’ ordinances and 
without believing there was 
any just cause for doing so. Af¬ 
ter the election we intended to 
settle with EDS and allow the 
well to operate.” 

Raspberry added “now 
looking back, I realize it was a 
terrible mistake. The lawsuit 
was filed for purely political 
reasons-to temporarily satisfy 
the anti-well protestors and as¬ 
sure our own re- elections to 
the City Council. The issue of 
zoning had nothing to do with 
it.” 

Raspberry in his deposition 
stated he was “shocked” that 
the legal battle has gone on so 
long and that it already has 
cost the city in excess of 
$600,000. 

“I have watched as our city 
attorneys have repeatedly lied 
to the Wayne County Circuit 
Court and to the citizens of Ro-

Hours after escaping 
through a hail of bullets fired 
by Romulus Police officers, 
three Inkster armed robbery 
suspects (two of them juve¬ 
niles) were back in police cus¬ 
tody. 

The Romulus Special Inves¬ 
tigations Unit officers joined 
by police officers from Inkster 
and Westland apprehended 
the juveniles, who were found 
hiding in an Ash Street home 
in Inkster after fleeing from 
Romulus. 

The third suspect, a 27-year- 
old Inkster parolee, was 
nabbed hours later by Ro¬ 
mulus police after they re¬ 
ceived an anonymous tip that 
the suspect was in a hotel 
room. 


mulus,” Raspberry added. 

The councilman continued 
“it is a lie” that EDS and its 
President Doug Wicklund 
“snuck into Romulus and 
drilled the injection well in 
spite of being warned to com¬ 
ply with our ordinances.” 

Later in his deposition, 
Raspberry claimed the 
McAnally administration 
wanted the five percent roy¬ 
alty Wicklund offered the city 
and actually encouraged EDS 
to drill the well. 

The blunt speaking council¬ 
man then charges that “Ro¬ 
mulus entrapped EDS, 
Wicklund and its investors 
(Detroit’s Policemen and Fire¬ 
men’s Retirement System) by 
waiting until after they had 
spent more than #1 mililon 
constructing the well, before 
they first raised the question 
of zoning interpretation.” 

Raspberry claims that Ro¬ 
mulus thus played a “dirty 
trick” on EDS and after obtain¬ 
ing numerous letters from 
state and federal environmen¬ 
tal agencies and geology pro- 


Romulus Detective Lt. 
David Early revealed Monday 
that Romulus police had the 
Super J Party Store staked out 
at Merriman and Ecorse roads 
in Romulus both Friday and 
Saturday nights following a se¬ 
ries of armed robberies at Ro¬ 
mulus, Taylor, Inkster and 
Westland stores in recent 
weeks. 

Things went quietly Friday 
night, Early said, but the Ro¬ 
mulus special police unit 
members spotted the suspects’ 
car entering the parking lot 
about 11 p.m. Saturday. 

In an effort to keep as many 
civilians out of possible dan¬ 
ger, Early said, it was decided 
to try to catch the trio before 


they entered the store. 

Police shotguns were aimed 
at the trio while they were still 
in the car, Early said, and the 
suspects were ordered to exit 
the vehicle and surrender. 

But instead the driver (be¬ 
lieved to be the parolee) spun 
the vehicle out of its parking 
site in reverse and struck 
Early’s car and nearly hit Ro¬ 
mulus SIU Officer Emmett 
Barnes, Early said. 

Barnes dove out of the way 
and sustained minor injuries 
to his hip as he hit the ground. 

Police then opened fire on 
the car and struck the parolee 
in the face, chest and forearm. 

Despite his injuries, the pa¬ 
rolee fled in the getaway car 
north on Merriman street at a 
high rate of speed into Inkster. 
Later Romulus police joined 
by members of the Metro 
Street Enforcement team sur¬ 
rounded the Ash street home, 
but apparently the Inkster pa¬ 
rolee escaped from the cordo¬ 
ned off area minutes before 
the police began to secure the 
neighborhood. 

The police units kept watch 
of the home (near Carlisle and 
Harrison streets) for several 
hours. Finally the Westland 
Police SWAT team used a loud¬ 
speaker device to alert th$ ju¬ 
venile pair that the home was 
surrounded. 

The pair surrendered a 
short time later to the com¬ 
bined police units and were 
turned over to the Romulus po-

lice. Early said the bullet- rid¬ 
dled car (a 1989 Buick Regal) 
was recovered nearby. 

Early said complaints 
against the juveniles for taking 
part in up to 10 armed rob¬ 
beries, including three in Ro¬ 
mulus, were filed and the pair 
have been taken to the Wayne 
County Youth Detention Home 
pending further action.

Brian Downs was not yet in 
junior high school when he 
stood at a local polling site on 
Election Day 1984 and waved 
his Reagan-Bush sign. He was 
not yet a teenager when he 
managed his first political 
campaign in 1988, and he could 
not yet drive a car when he at¬ 
tended his first Republican 
National Convention in 1992.

: I Brian Downs, who has yet to

' has just published his first 
, ■ ! book, Teenage Journey into Poli- 
jfc tics. 

The book, which will be 
available in stores this month, 
chronicles Downs’ many politi¬ 
cal experiences — from meet¬ 
ing Ronald Reagan and Rush 
Limbaugh to working as a con¬ 
gressional page in Washington, 
D.C. 

But. according to Downs, a 
sophomore at St. Mary’s Col¬ 
lege in Orchard Lake, the book 
is about more than just his po¬ 
litical adventures. “It’s a temp¬ 
late on how to get involved in 
politics.” 

“Most young people,” said 
Downs, “are politically apa¬ 
thetic not because they’re un¬ 
interested, but because of the 


way (politics) is presented. I 
hope to show them that they 
can make a difference. That 
they have an influence.” 

Downs was first “bitten by 
the Republican Elephant” in 
1980, when he was only 3 years 
old. As he watched the Repub¬ 
lican National Convention on 
television, he was captivated 
by Ronald Reagan, who re¬ 
minded him of his grandfather. 

Since then Downs has been 
devoted to the GOR While at 
tending Detroit Catholic Cen 
tral High in Redford, he be¬ 
came chairman of the Michi¬ 
gan Teenage Republicans, 
and, at the age of 15, became 
the youngest member of the 
Young Republicans in the or¬ 
ganization’s history. 

Downs’ passion for politics

It’s also allowed 
him to travel overseas and 
work with the Conservative 
Party in London and the U.S. 
Embassy in Dublin. 

This year - 1996 - has been 
an especially busy one for 
Downs.

Downriver Area Narcotics 
Organization and WWN share 
$166,892 to prosecute all cases 
in which defendants are 
charged with the sale and de¬ 
livery of 50 grams of narcotics. 
It also pursues cases under 50 


grams when a defendant has 
either multiple cases, or is a 
particular target of drug enfor¬ 
cement. 

The Wayne Count DARE

The grant awards come on 
the heels of a study released 
by the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. 
Findings show use of hallu¬ 
cinogens by teen-agers in¬ 
creased' by 183 percent 
between 1992 and 1995 while 
cocaine use rose by 166 per¬ 
cent between 1994 and 1995. 

The 1996 Byrne Memorial 
Formula grants are adminis¬ 
tered by the Office of Drug 
Control Policy.

I don’t know about 
you, but I’ve grown 
tired of the dehuman¬ 
ization of our phone 
system. No matter who 
you call these days in 
a service related busi¬ 
ness, you’ve got to sit 
at your phone and punch several series of 
numbers before you get to a recording that 
says, “This is Mary Doe’s voice mail. Please 
leave a detailed message and I will get back 
with you as soon as possible.” 

My anxiety level rose several notches last 
week when I failed to get my daily newspaper 
for several days and tried to report the inter¬ 
ruption in my service. 

My phone call went like this: 

First, I dialed the phone number on the back 
of my bill and immediately received a record¬ 
ing. I was asked whether I was using a touch- 
tone or rotary phone. Little did I know the best 
answer probably would have been rotary, be¬ 
cause I would have probably been transferred 
to a real live, walking, breathing voice. I chose 
touchtone, however. 

Next I was told all account representatives 
were busy. I made this call six times, varying 
the time of day, and they were always busy. It 
leads me to the conclusion that there are no hu¬ 
man account representatives. Next question 
was are you a subscriber to the News or Free 
Press. That was easy enough to answer. Just 
punch two on my phone. 

The next question, again asked by a comput¬ 
er, not a human, was “What is the area code 
and phone number of the location of where the 
newspaper is delivered? Now I’m punching 10 
more numbers on the phone. If that isn’t 
enough, I’m next instructed to punch in my 
street address, apartment number, zip code, 
etc. etc. At this point, I’m going crazy. I’ve 
punched no less than 25 numbers into the 
phone and still haven’t got any results or a hu¬ 
man voice. 

Next question the computer asks is when was 
your service interrupted — today, yesterday, 
restart from vacation etc. etc? After you’ve 
punched in the appropriate number here, 
you’re asked to wait while the computer search¬ 
es for your file. 

The first few times I finally made it through 
the maze of phone punching, I was finally told 
the newspaper could not locate my record. Just 
what you want to hear after having paid for you 
newspaper several weeks in advance. Later I 
was told, again by a computer voice, the news¬ 
paper would be delivered later that day. That’s 
fine and dandy, but I was looking for some re¬ 
assurance that I would get my newspaper every 
day, not just today. All I got was an abrupt hang¬ 
up. 

My suggestion to the Detroit Newspapers is 
that they rely less on computers and more on 
actual people who can talk, empathize and an¬ 
swer questions. Maybe they need to take a cue 
from Ameritech, the giant phone company that 
started the voice mail craze. I had a similar 
problem with them last week thus dialed up 
their 800 number and lo and behold, got a hu¬ 
man voice. That voice was kind, courteous and 
full of suggestions. That voice, although it 
couldn’t solve my problem while on the phone, 
promised to get back with me as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. She did and I am a very happy customer. 

It must be that Ameritech, with all the latest 
technology at their fingertips, figured out that 
good service can’t be achieved through phone 
punching and computerization, alone. I hope 
others come to the same realization, or old- 
fashioned people like myself, are going to liter¬ 
ally have heart attacks while trying to get our 
newspaper delivered.

Environment 

improving 

To the editor: 

Thanks to the commitment 
of many people, businesses 
and government, Michigan’s 
environmental record is some¬ 
thing of which all residents 
can be proud. 

According to the state De¬ 
partment of Environmental 
Quality, Michigan’s air and wa¬ 
ter quality have improved 
steadily over the last 10 years. 

Water monitoring shows 
consistently declining levels of 
phosphorus, chloride, lead, 
copper and zinc. Only the rate 
of suspended solids have not 
declined. The DEQ also re¬ 
ports air borne levels of car¬ 
bon monoxide, lead and 
particulate matter have de¬ 
clined and are safely below 
national maximums. Levels of 
sulfur dioxide and nitrogen di¬ 
oxide have leveled off and are 
well within national air qual¬ 
ity standards. 

All these improvements 
have occurred despite the fact 
a significant amount of pollu¬ 
tion wafts and flows into Mich¬ 
igan from neighboring states 
and Canada, ending up in our 
lakes and rivers through rain¬ 
fall or draining into the Great 
Lakes basin. 

Michigan is also on the cut¬ 
ting edge of environmental leg¬ 


islation. 

Michigan’s brownfields law 
passed in 1995, has already 
cleaned up 197 polluted sites, 
according to the DEQ. The law 
has protected Michigan’s un 
developed land by cleaning up 
and redeveloping old indus 
trial sites. 

Already more than $220 mil 
lion in private funds have 
been invested in these sites 
across Michigan, creating 
more than 2,300 jobs and revi 
talizing various urban areas. 
Benton Harbor’s economic de¬ 
velopment director credits the 
law with improving the tax 
base by helping to make his 
city’s former industrial proper¬ 
ties marketable again. 

There are many other areas 
of environmental progress: 

• The new Environmental 
Audit Law provides Michigan 
businesses with incentives to 
audit their own environmental 
programs while preserving all 
state reporting requirements. 

• Michigan is now training 
3,500 people every year on how 
to handle hazardous materials 
safely. Before the training cen¬ 
ter was built, fewer than 100 
people were trained each year. 

• The backlog of request for 
state environmental permits 
has been cut from an average 
two-year wait to three weeks. 

Though progress has been 
made, citizens, interest 
groups, job providers and elec¬ 
ted officials can never stop 
seeking and launching new 
ways to protect and clean up 
Michigan’s environment, using 
sound science.

Alliance works to halt 
sudden infant deaths

There is no greater fear that 
fills a new parent’s heart than 
the possibility that she (or he) 
might find their infant dead 
during an afternoon nap or 
even an overnight sleep pe¬ 
riod. 

In the last two years the 
Michigan SIDS Alliance work¬ 
ing to eliminate sudden death 
cases is reporting that such 
deaths have dropped by 30 per¬ 
cent within the state, but sadly 
the deaths are still occuring. 

While SIDS occurrences are 
lessening statewide, “pockets” 
of higher numbers of such 
deaths are being reported in 
places like Metro Detroit, 
Michigan SIDS Alliance exec¬ 
utive director Sandra Frank 
revealed last week. 

Some of the reasons for the 
finding of such pockets, Frank 
said, is that lower income 
mothers in Metro Detroit may 
not be getting the SIDS educa¬ 
tional messages or they may 
not be getting proper pre-natal 
care. Many of these babies suf¬ 
fer from low birth weight and 
thus could be more suscept¬ 
ible to SIDS woes, Frank ob¬ 
served. 

The other problem with 
young mothers (many of them 
teens) is that their parents or 
grandparents may be urging 
them to place their babies on 
their stomachs when they go to 
sleep, rather than on their 
backs or their sides as doctors 
urge today. 

Despite the gender gap 
problems that continue today 
on other issues, mothers’ views 
on raising babies often carry 
more weight with their off 
springs than that of health pro¬ 
fessionals, she said. 

Another important risk fac¬ 
tor that is often being over¬ 
looked by poor families is the 
fact they the mothers shouldn't 
smoke while they are pregnant 
or in the company of their 
babies after they are born. 

Other key safety factors in¬ 
clude making sure that the 
baby’s sleeping environment 
includes a firm mattress, 
tightly fitted sheets and no 
padding of any type in the crib 
area and making sure that the 
infant is not overheated while 
sleeping. 

The SIDS Alliance team 
also recommends that mothers 
breast feed their baby if at all 
possible. 

Since October is SIDS 
Awareness Month, the state¬ 
wide support group will be 


featuring a two-day conference 
(Oct. 18-19) in Lansing. 

Dr. Hannah Kinney of Bos¬ 
ton Children’s Hospital/ 
Harvard Hospital will be the 
keynote speaker. Kinney 
helped identify an abnor¬ 
mality in the brain stem cell 
development of many SIDS 
babies. That abnormality cur¬ 
rently is being researched fur¬ 
ther. 

One prominent Michigan 
SIDS parental spokesman, 
Laura Reno, was shocked nine 
years ago when her three- 
month old son died of SIDS 
and she found out literally that 
no research effort was being 
done at that time. 

Reno discovered her son’s 
dead body about 8:30 a.m. back 
in 1987 only hours after he had 
awaken briefly for his morning 
feeding. There was no 9-1-1 
emergency phone system 
available to her at that time, 
Reno said, so she called police 
through the regular police 
line. When emergency medical 
crews arrived they found the 
infant had died about an hour 
before. 

While many times a SIDS 
death can lead to a divorce, 
Reno said the crisis actually 
led to strengthening of family 
ties in her case. 

“Having a 17-month-old son 
in the house brought me back 
to reality,” Reno said, “and 
even today my three children, 
ages seven to 13, are aware 
they had a brother who is now 
in heaven.” 

Ironically Reno said she be¬ 
came pregnant again only 
months after her son’s death. 
The major change in her fam¬ 
ily’s life at that time was she 
began using a monitor in her 
last two babies’ bedrooms dur¬ 
ing their early months of life. 

“Those monitors give great 
peace of mind to new parents,” 
Reno said. Babies are most 
susceptible to SIDS from their 
second to fourth month of life. 

Reno warned that SIDS par¬ 
ents can suffer from flash¬ 
backs a year or more after the 
SIDS death and should be pre¬ 
pared to handle it. 

Reno later became presi¬ 
dent of a small SIDS chapter in 
Michigan and then helped five 
such groups become a state¬ 
wide organization. 

Reno said she is excited 
about the level of research on 
SIDS issues today as well as 
the number of fundraising pro¬ 
grams aiding such research.

Waters to decide 

6 state proposals on Nov. 5 election ballot 


With six state proposals on 
the Nov. 5 general election bal¬ 
lot, Senator Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton) offered an overview to 
aid his constituents to make in¬ 
formed decisions. 

“I have attempted to pro¬ 
vide a non-partisan overview 
of the proposals in a series of 
summaries,” Bennett said. “As 
Proposals D and G are related, 
they are discussed together.” 

The proposals are: 

• Proposal A, which pro¬ 
hibits bingo games from being 
used for political fund raising. 

“A Yes vote would allow 
bingo games to be used for 
charities, while prohibiting 
political parties, candidates or 
organizations from using bingo 
money to engage in political 
and campaign operations. A 
Yes vote would allow non¬ 
profit charitable organizations 
(such as the American Legion 
and the American Heart Asso- 
ciation) to conduct bingo 
games as a method of raising 
money,” Bennett said. 

“A No vote would allows po¬ 
litical parties, candidates and 
organizations to use bingo 
games as a tool to finance par¬ 
tisan political activities. Politi¬ 
cal groups could compete with 


charitable groups in raising 
money through bingo games.” 

• Proposal B would set re¬ 
quirement for judicial candi¬ 
dates. 

“A Yes vote would amend 
the Michigan Constitution to 
require a candidate for any ju¬ 
dicial office to be a licensed 
attorney for a minimum of five 
years prior to their election. 
As a result, all judges in Michi¬ 
gan would have a minimum of 
five years of legal experience,” 
said Bennett, adding, “A No 
vote would place no new re¬ 
strictions on candidates for ju¬ 
dicial office. A No vote would 
keep the present Constitu¬ 
tional requirement that a can- 
didate for election or 
appointment to a judgeship be 
a registered voter under the 
age of 70 and licensed to prac¬ 
tice law.” 

• Proposal C would, protect 
the Michigan Veterans’ trust 
fund. 

“A Yes vote would protect 
the trust fund so that funds 
could only be used to benefit 
veterans, thereby maintaining 
its original purpose. The state 
treasurer would be the autho¬ 
rized director of the fund,” 
noted Bennett. “However, a No 


vote could allow money from 
this fund to be used for pur¬ 
poses other than those for 
which it was intended. A No 
vote would offer no protection 
from legislative appropriation 
of monies in the fund. 

• Proposal D would ban the 
use of dogs and baiting for 
bear hunting and Proposal G 
would provide for Department 
of Natural Resources over¬ 
sight of all hunting regula¬ 
tions. 

“These two proposals con¬ 
flict, and whichever proposal 
receives the greatest number 
of Yes votes will prevail,” said 
Bennett. 

Bennett noted that a Yes 
vote on Proposal D would pro¬ 
hibit hunters from using dogs 
and bat for hunting bears in 
Michigan, and a No vote would 
maintain Michigan hunting 
laws as a means to manage 
bear population. 

“Those who vote Yes for 
Proposal G would designate 
the Natural Resources Com¬ 
mission as the final authority 
for all wildlife management 
(including bears) and hunting 
decisions,” said Bennett. “A 
No vote maintains current law, 
allowing the Legislature, De¬ 


partment of Natural Re¬ 
sources and Natural Re¬ 
sources Commission to 
oversee all hunting and wild¬ 
life decisions.” 

• Proposal E provides for ca¬ 
sino gambling in any city of 
800,000, located within 100 
miles of another state of coun¬ 
try where gaming is legal, and 
where local voters have ap¬ 
proved casino gambling by a 
majority vote. (Detroit is the 
only city in Michigan which 
meets the criteria). 

“A Yes vote would allow up 
to three gambling casinos in 
any city that meets the criteria. 

It would also establish a Gam¬ 
ing Control Board to regulate 
the casinos, impose an 18 per- ' 
cent gross gaming tax and allo¬ 
cate 55 percent of the tax 
revenue to the qualifying city * 
and 45 percent to the state for " 
public education,” said Ben¬ 
nett. “A No vote would con¬ 
tinue the prohibition of casino 
gambling throughout Michi¬ 
gan, except on Native Ameri¬ 
can reservations.” 

Voters are encouraged to * 
further study the six proposals 
and to determine the long- 
range effects of them before 
the Nov. 5 general election. 


Domestic violence is pastor’s focus

Domestic violence is becom¬ 
ing such an everyday happen¬ 
ing that many Wayne County 
residents do not understand 
its total impact-or are so nu¬ 
mbed by its numbers they feel 
inadequate to respond to it. 

In a major effort to over¬ 
come the lack of public outcry 
on the growing social menace, 
a four-hour conference enti¬ 
tled “Till Death Do Us Part” 
was conducted for area pas¬ 
tors. 

A Romulus pastor, the Rev. 
Brad Lewis of the Community 
United Methodist Church, 
praised the effort by the 
Wayne County Coordinating 
Council to Prevent Domestic 
Violence, and urged his peer 
pastors to attend such a confab 
if it is made available again. 

“It taught me a lot about 
how women and children ulti¬ 
mately become involved in the 
domestic violence cycle,” he 
said. “It also shows how some 
victims ultimately begin to be¬ 
lieve their attackers are al¬ 
most God. Thus as pastors, we 
need to learn how to introduce 
those victims to our heavenly 
father, without confusing our 
God figure with their abusers.” 

Lewis said “as pastors we 
also need to reconsider our 
emphasis of having women 
and children stay with their 
husbands and fathers no mat¬ 
ter what.” 

Lewis said he also was con¬ 
vinced by the presentation 
made by the conference pro¬ 
moters that showed the “once 
an abuser, always an abuser” 
syndrome is the American life¬ 
style today. 

“If we work with the abusers

as a society,” Lewis said, “we 
can probably help the at¬ 
tackers moderate their behav¬ 
iors, but I’m not sure we can 
totally end that cycle.” 

A second area pastor, the 
Rev. Margery Schleicher of the 
Faith United Methodist 
Church of Denton, also at¬ 
tended the clergy conference 
held at Livonia’s Burton 
Manor. 

Schleicher reported she felt 
that Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Nancy Diehl artic¬ 
ulated the domestic violence 
issues very well and offered 


sound advice to the area clergy 
members. 

Having previously served 
on a board of directors group 
for such problems in Liv¬ 
ingston County, Schleicher 
said, she is vitally aware of the 
societal needs today in seeking 
to meet those needs of both the 
victims and abusers in such 
cases. 

“The most important thing 
both pastors and laity mem¬ 
bers of any church can do in 
these cases is to keep their 
ears open, be aware of the is¬ 


sues and offer help with refer- • 
rals when such cases come to 
their attention.” 

Members of WCCCPDL said 
they spent months training law 
enforcement and service agen- < 
cies on the domestic violence 
issue. Then the group’s direc¬ 
tor Lynda Baker said “we de- • 
cided we wanted local clergy 
to know that they too play a 
vital role in the coordinated 
community response” to the 
current physical abuse plague. 

“After alerting 9-1-1 opera- * 
tors, nurses and doctors to the 
current scope of the issue,” t 
Baker said, “we decided that 
the local clergy needed to be 
updated on changes in the law 
and in police procedures also. 
The over riding issue we 
wanted to stress is that none of 
us can stand alone on this mat¬ 
ter any more.” 

Pastors and others attend¬ 
ing the morning long confer¬ 
ence witnessed a graphic 
video on the scourge of women ^ 
and children today featuring ; 
information from police and 
prosecutors, violence shelter 
directors and even a presenta¬ 
tion from the son of a batterer. 

Lewis explained “domestic 
violence was an elective when 
I went to seminary, not a re¬ 
quired course.” He explained 
that the information he re- ■ 
ceived will be a major help for 
him in handling such cases as 
they come before im in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Organizers said they are 
considering a similar confer¬ 
ence in 1997 and hope that 
other pastors will take advan¬ 
tage of attending.

Strut returns 

Music of ‘40s puts sparkle into ‘90s

The All Night Strut puts its 
audience into a musical time 
warp and delightfully trans¬ 
ports them back to the 1930s 
and 1940s - a period that many 
members of the audience at 
the Gem Theatre had not expe¬ 
rienced first-hand. 

During its first engagement 
at the Gem, The All Night Strut 
earned the honor of being the 
longest running musical in De¬ 
troit. Now, it returns for an 11- 
week run so those who saw it 
the first time can enjoy it 
again, and those who missed it 
can have the opportunity to 
see a first-rate musical pro¬ 
duction with superb choreog¬ 
raphy, great music and 
spirited humor. 

Along with memories for 
the “mature audiences,” the 
music does a fine job of edu¬ 


cating those brought up on 
rock ‘n roll to the wonderful 
music of the jazz era. 

However, the music obvi¬ 
ously bridged the generation 
gap, because the play drew a 
standing ovation from the 
multi-generational audience 
at the Gem Theatre during pre¬ 
miere week. 

Described as a “sassy musi¬ 
cal,” the quick-paced revue 
features such songs as Praise 
the Lord and Pass the Ammuni¬ 
tion, It Don’t Mean a Thing if it 
Ain’t Got That Swing, Chat¬ 
tanooga Choo Clwo and the in¬ 
credibly titled, Beat Me Daddy, 
Eight to the Bar. 

If that wasn’t enough to sat¬ 
isfy the nostalgia of the 19405 - 
era members of the audience, 
a sentimental favorites such as 
I'll Be Seeing You, As Time Goes 
By and White Cliffs of Dover 
should make a few mature 
eyes misty. 


On an upbeat note, the cast 
swings with GJ Jive and Tuxedo 
Junction with its four gifted 
stars and talented musicians. 

Starring in the production 
are Lori Flynn, who performed 
in the original 14-month run; 
Michael Richard Kelly, who 
performed The Strut in Atlan¬ 
tic City; Rachel Lynn Oliver, 
who “strutted in Los Angeles, 
and Gary Thompson, who also 
has appeared in several off- 
Broadway tours of The Strut. 

Performances are sched¬ 
uled at 7:30 p.m. Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays, at 6 
and 9 p.m. on Saturdays and at 
2 and 6 p.m. on Sundays.

The Gem Theatre is located 
on Woodward Avenue in De¬ 
troit, across the street from the 
State and Fox theaters. 


Gem Theatre is Detroit ‘jewel’ 


“If you are looking for a hid¬ 
den treasure in Detroit, you’ll 
find a jewel at the Gem,” said a 
Metro Detroit Convention 
spokesman. 

His comment was not exag¬ 
geration or promotional bal¬ 
lyhoo -- the Gem Theatre is 
indeed a treasure. 

Destined for the wrecking 
ball in 1984, the dilapidated 
little theater was purchased by 
developer Chuck Forbes who 
began the painstaking restora¬ 
tion in 1990. The site again is 
threatened by the proposed 
sports stadium development, 
but Forbes has indicated that 
the Gem will remain in opera¬ 
tion, even if moving the build¬ 
ing is required. 

Designed by noted architect 
George Mason, the Gem The¬ 
atre was built in 1928 at a cost 
of $25,000. The theater was 


then operated by the Little 
Theatre chain and became De¬ 
troit’s first foreign film house. 
Over the years the theater un¬ 
derwent many names changes 
including the Rivoli (1932-34), 
Drury Lane (1935) and Cinema 
(1936-1959. 

Then, as the Vanguard Play¬ 
house (1960-64), it was the prin¬ 
cipal house of a residential 
theater company founded by 
George C. Scott. The theater 
became the Gem in 1967 and 
operated under that name un¬ 
til it was permanently closed 
in 1978. 

Forbes then began the res¬ 
toration, returning the theater 
to its original Spanish Revival- 
style brilliance. 

Beneath stripped layers of 
black paint, the artists discov¬ 
ered and reproduced the intri¬ 
cate gold, ruby and sapphire 


designs of the proscenium 
panels. The Gem’s lavish car¬ 
pets were recreated from a 
small section found hidden in 
the theater basement. 

The circa 1920 lighting fix¬ 
tures and seats were salvaged 
from the Ambassador Theatre, 
a movie palace in St. Louis. 

The Gem Theatre’s intimate 
setting is its most unique fea¬ 
ture, with the geometric design 
with places the last row of 
seats within 40 feet of the 
stage. Seating is cabaret style 
with 200 on the main flpor, 32 
in corporate boxes and 218 
theater style in the mezzanine. 

The theater reopened on 
New Year’s Eve of 1991 to a 
sell-out performance of The All 
Night Strut, followed by Shear 
Madness, Forever Plaid, Beehive, 
Forbidden Broadway and The 
Liebowitz Sisters.

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Belleville is back in Mega Conference title 

Tigers feast on Woodhaven

Belleville is back in the title race. 

With an impressive 27-6 victory over Wood- 
haven Friday night, and the unimpressive per¬ 
formance by previously undefeated Wayne 
Memorial at Wyandotte, Belleville is back in 
the chase for the Mega Conference Red Divi¬ 
sion title. 

To stay there, however, the defending 
champs must beat Wayne on Saturday and 
coach Bob LaPointe is quick to point out that 
that “isn’t going to be an easy task.” 

“Wayne will put on the field against us one of 
the biggest lines that they have had in recent 
years. They have exceptional talent in their 
skilled positions - the best we will see this 
year.” 

Wayne’s demise at Wyandotte Friday night 
created a five-way tie for first place in the Red 
Division: Belleville, Fordson, Monroe, Wyan¬ 
dotte and Wayne each sport 3-1 records going 
into their games this weekend. 

The twice defeated Belleville (the Tigers lost 
to Salem in their nonconference opener) man¬ 
aged to make its comeback with three straight 
wins and handled Woodhaven before a home¬ 
coming crowd relatively easy. The Tigers scored 
two first-quarter touchdowns as quarterback 
John Kroger tore Woodhaven’s defense to 
shreds using senior fullback Willie Patton’s 
strength to weaken the visitors line of defense.

He marched the Tigers 68 yards, the final 12 
was a TD pass to senior tight end Shawn Jones. 

Then, sure-footed Eric Harrison booted his 
first of two first quarter point-afters. 

The next time the defending champs got the 
ball, Kroger engineered a 73-yard drive, stick¬ 
ing with Patton for most of the yardage. 

At the 18, Kroger decided on an option that 
went to Thomas, who swept around end and 
completed the drive. Harrison’s second PAT 
made it a 14-0 game. 

Woodhaven’s defense managed to hold in the 
second quarter, and a missed 29-yard Harrison 
field goal was the closest Belleville got to a 
score in that period.

Attorney seeks first office 


Incumbent seeks re-election

Veteran Romulus attorney 
Brian A. Oakley, who is seek¬ 
ing to become a judge in the 
34th District Court, forsees the 
court’s District Control Unit 
undergoing some major 
changes in coming years. 

The DCU is a group of rep¬ 
resentatives from the five com¬ 
munities serviced by the 34th 
District Court that usually 
meet monthly to discuss and 
vote on operations within the 
court system. 

Oakley states “I believe that 
the DCU is going to undergo 
major changes in regards to its 
function and duties. It is im¬ 
perative that the five political 
entities that make up the dis¬ 
trict work toward a common 
goal.” The communities in¬ 
clude the cities of Romulus 
and Belleville as well as Van 
Buren, Sumpter and Huron 
Townships. 

“The end result must be fair 
to the court employees and the 
citizens of each of the five com¬ 
munities,” Oakley added. 

Oakley is encouraged by lat¬ 
est technological changes 
within the 34th District Court. 
“Through the efforts of Chief 
Judge (Tina Brooks) Green and 
the district communities, tech¬ 
nology is already making the 
court more efficient,” he said. 

Speaking of the recently be¬ 
gun video arraignments via the 
Romulus and Van Buren Po¬ 
lice Departments, Oakley said 
the efforts will “result in huge 
savings of money and time, but 


will also reduce substantially 
the risk of escape” by pris¬ 
oners. 

Since courts within Michi¬ 
gan in general could benefit 
from tying into a single 
computer system, Oakley said, 
it would be helpful also if the 
courts could uti lize state of the 
art computer research which 
is available. 

“This would enable judges 
to have the latest caselaw and 
statutes at their fingertips and 
make the old fashion law li¬ 
brary a thing of the past,” 
Oakley observed. 

On the role of educating the 
public on the law, Oakley said 
“I think the best way the courts 
can do this is to teach kids that 
the court can fairly and effi¬ 
ciently deal with problems.” 

He added “that will send 
the message that (a) kids do not 
have to solve their own prob¬ 
lems and (b) teenagers (and 
others) will be treated fairly by 
the courts. 

“I believe this can be ac¬ 
complished by fully explaining 
court procedures so all partici¬ 
pants understand what is ex¬ 
pected of them and what to 
expect from the court,” Oakley 
said. 

The veteran attorney said 
“the courts need to get more 
involved in the education of 
citizens of all ages with pro¬ 
jects like mock trials and 
classroom visits." 

Turning to the issue of 
checks and balances within 
the court’s financial areas, 
Oakley said “reasonable ac¬ 
counting procedures are ade-

quate when properly 
supervised. This was not done 
in the past. Court finances can¬ 
not be left solely to the court 
administrator. Strong leader¬ 
ship and total commitment by 
the sitting judges will prevent 
future problems with ‘missing 
funds’,” Oakley said. 

On the term “family values,” 
Oakley said “I equate family 
values with morals. They in¬ 
clude the basic work ethic, re- 
specting others and the 
property they own and know¬ 
ing that your behavior will 
have consequences. 

“The golden rule covers a 
great deal of what I think fam¬ 
ily values means,” he con¬ 
cluded.” 

Oakley, son of Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley, has 
been a local attorney for nine 
years. He and his wife, Sus- 
anne, have one young child. 
Oakley has worked to aid the 
indigent in the 29th District

Incumbent 34th District 
Court Judge William J. Szlinis 
seeking re- election next 
month vows today’s students 
should have regular contact 
with local courts. 

“I work regularly with the 
high schools,” the 66-year-old 
judge stated Monday. 

“It is an important part of 
my job. Teenagers must know 
what to expect when they go to 
court. 

“They must know that there 
are serious consequences in 
the event of an error in judg¬ 
ment,” he added. 

Szlinis said the Probation 
Department needs to be ag¬ 
gressive in dealing with kids 
who have problems and 
should work in conjunction 
with parents, schools, law en¬ 
forcement and the judges to 
help the youth get back on the 
right track. 

Szlinis, a resident of Van 
Buren for the past 27 years, for¬ 
merly resided in Westland. He 
has practiced law for over 30 
years and has served as judge 
since 1989. 

He and his wife, Ann, are 
the parents of three grown 
children, two sons and a 
daughter. 

The veteran judge is proud 
of the technology updates that 
have been made in the 34th 
District Court in recent years. 

“Facsimile machines were 
added to the judges’ homes in 
recent years and have proved 
a timesaver for police, who 


need to obtain criminal war¬ 
rants after court hours,” 
Szlinis said. 

Video arraignments re¬ 
cently began via Romulus and 
Van Buren Police Depart¬ 
ments, which allows the defen¬ 
dants to be arraigned while 
still inside the police depart¬ 
ments where the charges were 
pressed, Szlinis said. 

This saves the police and 
courts money and provides ex¬ 
tra security in handling of 
those prisoners who are 
charged with serious offenses. 

Belleville and Sumpter are 
working on employing similar 
technology, he said. 

On the issue of the District 
Control Unit (consisting of rep¬ 
resentatives of all five munici¬ 
palities served by the 34th 
District Court), Szlinis said 
“my experience on the bench 
has shown me that an indepen¬ 
dent court which works hard to 
cooperate with its commu¬ 
nities is best for our citizens.” 

The 34th District judges and 
administrator meet on a bi¬ 
weekly basis to deliberate op¬ 
erational issues. Szlinis said 
“from a District Control Unit 
perspective, I believe it would 
be very valuable for the com¬ 
munities to have strong input 
on the total budget of the 
court.” 

Asked whether the current 
checks and balances system in 
the court is adequate, Szlinis 
said “yes. When the unfortu¬ 
nate embezzlement was uncov¬ 
ered some time ago, the 
problem was brought to the at¬ 
tention of the state Supreme

Court Administrator’s Office.” 

He added “state auditors 
were called in and were at the 
court for approximately six 
months.” Detailed recommen¬ 
dations on the court’s financial 
dealings were presented to the 
local judges and “all of the rec¬ 
ommendations have been put 
into place and are now fully 
operational.” 

Szlinis predicts that other 
technological changes will be 
implemented in future years 
and “we will remain vigilant to 
ensure that the financial integ¬ 
rity of the court remains 
strong.” 

On the issue of family 
values, Szlinis said “I believe 
the family is the basis of a good 
society and is critical to Amer¬ 
ica’s future. I was blessed with 
good parents: my father was a 
police officer who taught me 
respect for the law, and my 
mother taught me respect for 
myself.

Metroparks rangers win Horsemanship Award in contest 


Two rangers in the Metro¬ 
park Mounted Patrol, and 
their horses, placed in the top 
10 of the “Obstacle Course” 
competition during the 13th 
-Annual National Mounted Po¬ 
lice Colloquium held recently 
In Lexington, Ky. 

Chief Howard Chanter, ri¬ 
ding Echo, a 14-year old stan¬ 
dard bred, placed third in the 
event, and Cpl. Thomas Green, 
riding Taurus, a 6-year old sad¬ 
dle bred, placed sixth in a 
.field of 47 competitors from 
across the country. Both 
•rangers and horses are sta¬ 


tioned at Kensington Metro¬ 
park. 

The obstacle course compe¬ 
tition judges horses and riders 
on their performance in 10 
stress situations. They are 
judged on control and the will¬ 
ingness of the horse to move 
through or around obstacles 
such as a smoke screen, 
wooden bridge, moving equip¬ 
ment and stairs. 

The competition is just a 
part of the annual three-day 
colloquium that provides 
training in horsemanship, ri¬ 
ding skills, crowd control and 


horse emergency care and nu¬ 
trition. Sixteen ranger and po¬ 
lice departments from a dozen 
states across the country par¬ 
ticipated in this year’s train¬ 
ing. 

Huron-Clinton Metroparks 
ranger staff have participated 
for the last five years. “We get 
a lot of feedback from experts 
on how the horses operate and 
on our horsemanship tech¬ 
niques,” says Chief Chanter. 
“We also get to compare tech¬ 
niques and practices with 
mounted divisions from across 
the country.” 


For the last four years, Met- 
roparks Mounted Police 
rangers have hosted a day long 
horse training session of their 
own for mounted patrols from 
the sheriffs departments of 
Oakland, Wayne, Macomb and 
Genesee counties, along with 
other local police depart¬ 
ments. Generally, about 50 
horses and riders participate 
in this training. 

The Metroparks mounted 
patrol has been in existence 
for 14 years. Based at Ken¬ 
sington, the program has four 
horses and six riders includ¬ 


ing Chanter and Green. 
Rangers, especially at Ken¬ 
sington, use horses to patrol 
the “back country” areas and 
to patrol large events such as 
concerts. “Rangers on horse¬ 
back provide the security of of¬ 
ficers in a very obvious, yet 
appealing, non-threatening 
way,” says Chief Chanter. 

The Metroparks Mounted 
Patrol also helps promote the 
park system by participating in 
many parades throughout the 
five-county area, including the 
Thanksgiving Day Parade in 
Detroit.

ligently in a sport-utility that is 
uncommonl; well suited to the 
way that you really drive. 
While most sport-utilities 
force you to choose between 
room for your passengers and 
room for your all-important 
stuff, the Jimmy generously ac¬ 
commodates both. And it does 
it with poise, refinement, and 
strength. 

I happened to get real lucky 
and received the Olympic ver¬ 
sion of this wonderful auto¬ 
mobile. It was very stylish with 
its white and gold exterior and 
Olympic rings on the quarter 
panels. The interior was also 
very nice. Just open the door, 
and you will discover that the 
Jimmy can be as comfortable 
and well appointed as a luxury 
sedan, with one significant dif¬ 
ference. You’re surrounded by

genuinely usable space and 
soft leather. 

In a GMC Truck, you sit high 
above the road, so you have a 
great view of what ever is 
going on around you. You also 
get standard daytime running 
lamps, to make you more visi¬ 
ble to oncoming traffic. Other 
standard features include, 
electronic 4x4 transfer case, 
steel wheels with trim rings, 
underbody mounted spare tire 
to give you more cargo space 
(which there is plenty), power 
steering and brakes, indepen¬ 
dent front suspension, and full 
frame construction with a vast 
array of safety features like, 
drivers side air bag, four 
wheel anti-lock brakes, center 
high mounted stop light, side 
door guard beams, and an en¬ 
ergy absorbing steering col¬ 
umn. Power everything added 
to this package. Mine also had 
a compact disc player and all 
leather seating. Which I might 
add was very stately as well as 
comfortable. 


There were a few things 
however that I did not like. For 
instance, the gas mileage was 
not good at all (14 city and only 
19 highway). The stereo system 
I expected to be better, the 
sound quality was not crisp or 
that clear. There was also a 
multitude of plastic on the 
doors and inside trim. Why not 
add some more leather or 
some cloth? The seat being 
leather, why not add a touch 
more to the door panels and 
maybe to the trim? When you 
are spending $30,000 for sporb 
utility like this one, I think that 
you could add a splash of color 
and get rid of some of the plasr 
tic that seemed to adorn the 
interior. It detracts from the 
nice leather appointments in 
the automobile. 

All and all I thought this 
was a great automobile, that 
offered comfort, style, and 
strength. The price was not 
that bad either. Pretty easy to 
swallow for this kind of sport- 
utility. GMC compares it to the 
Jeep Grand Cherokee, Ford 
Explorer, Toyota 4 Runner, 
Nissan Pathfinder, and the 
Mitsubishi Montero. The im¬ 
age of the 1996 GMC Jimmy 
was upscale and sporty with 
the best available combination 
of ride and handling comfort 
and convenience. The Jimmy 
is great to support active life-, 
style needs with a useful and 
fun-to-drive multi- purpose ve-j 
hide.
